SHIELDS WILL BE 
TREASURER'S AID 
FOR TWO MONTHS 


Ray J. Kitzmiller, deputy treasurer 


of Adams county for the last eight 
years, became the county's chief fis- 
cal officer at 12 o'clock noon today.' 
A few minutes before that hour he 
took his oath of office before Pro- 
thonotary C. Arthur Brame. He be- 
gan a four-year term. 


Kitzmiller announced today that 


he will retain the retiring treasurer, 
William I. Shields, as acting deputy 
treasurer for the next two months. 
He stated that he will appoint no 
permanent deputy at the present 
time. 


Kitzmiller served as deputy for 


four years under his father, R. 
Elaine Kitzmiller, and during the 
last four years has been deputy to 
Shields. 


This morning the county commis- 


sioners, and the board of county au- 
ditors met in joint session to set 
Kitzmiller's salary. The commission 
determined upon is the same as that 
in force for a number of years— 
two and one-half percent on the first 
$16.000 in county orders and one- 
half per cent on orders above that 
figure. 


The office annually pays about 


$5.000. 


As he turned the county treasur- 


er's office over to his successor. Mr. 
Shields said, "I have enjoyed my 
term of office. 
As a whole, the 


years have been successful but I 
realize this could not have been pos- 
sible by my efforts alone. I have 
had the good will and cooperation 
of the people of the county at all 
iimes for which I am deeply grate- 
ful. 
My term will be long remem- 


bered as a most pleasant period of 
my life." ,

funds of $124,512.87. 'The sinking 
fund contained $24.320.01; the liquid 
fuel fund, $47,496.22 and the general 
fund, $52,696.64.

cember expenditures amounted to 
$27,256.73 and receipts to $31,428.87 
including a $22.000 payment to the 
liquid fuel fund.by. the.jstate. _.,,, 


This afternoon the sinking fund 


board convened again and elected 
Kitzmiller its treasurer and J. Don- 
ald Swope, Esq., solicitor to succeed 
S. S. Neely, Esq., who "served during 
last year. Neely is attorney for the 
auditors and Swope for the county 
commissioners. 


S. Luther Baltzley and Winfield 


G. Horner continued as president 
and secretary, respectively, of the 
board. 


After their joint session the com- 


missioners went to the county home 
to formally take over its manage- 
ment, name the staff and fix the 
duties of the two remaining mem- 
bers of,the board of poor directors 
while the auditors turned to their 
annual task of auditing the county 
accounts.

250 Injured; $43,000 Loss 


A score of persons dead, 250 in- 


jured, many of them seriously, and 
property damage that amounted to 
over $43.000. 


That was the automobile accident 


toll for 1937 for the area covered by 
the local substation of the state mo- 
tor police, or. generally speaking, 
Adams county. 


While officers investigated a total 


of 273 accidents, they arrested near- 
ly 1,000 motorists for a wide variety 
of offenses. Most numerous among 
the offenses 
charged is speeding, 


which local statistics list as the 
chief or contributing _cause_of more 
accidents than road conditions, or 
any other single condition surround- 
ing the mishaps. 


The accident total is 21 per cent 


above that for 1936 in the same 
area. The 1936 figures had shown a

Washington, Jan. 3 (AP).—Presi-' 


dent Roosevelt told Congress today 
that "misuse of the powers" of 
capital" must be ended "or the 
capitalistic system will destroy it- 
self through its own abuses." 


At the t>anie~time he tailed upon 


both capital and labor to cooperate 
with the government in working out 
the welfare of the nation. 
Both 


groups, he said, should realize that 
"power and responsibility go hand 
in hand." 


"Chiefly because of the need of 


national unity in ending mistakes 
of the past and meeting the necessi- 
ties of today, we must carry on," 
Mr. Roosevelt said. "I do not pro- 
pose to let the people down. I am 
sure the Congress of the United 
States will not let the people down." 


In the message which he deliver- 


ed personally to a joint session of 
the House and Senate the President 
disclosed that a balanced budget is 
out of the picture for the next fiscal 
year. He said, however, that his 
budget estimates would show. a 
"further decrease in the deficit." 


For 
international 
affairs 
the 


President projected a policy of peace 
"in a world where stable civilization 
is actually threatened." But he de- 
clared that in this day of undepend- 
able treaty obligations "on the part 
of others" this nation must be "ade- 
quately strong in self defense." 


"World peace through interna- 


tional agreements," Mr. Roosevelt 
said, "is most safe in the hands of 
democratic representative 
govern- 


ments—or. in other words, peace is 
most greatly jeopardized in and by 
those nations where democracy has 
been discarded, or has never de- 
veloped." 


The message, one of the longest of 


the administration, totaling about 4,-

the figures for the year preceding, 
but a new high was reached in 1937. 


The accident total does not in- 


clude the crashes investigated by lo- 
cal borough officers, nor are persons 
injured in those accidents included 
in the total of 248 for the state po- 
lice substation'^ total. 


The total of 20 dead is above any- 


thing ever encountered here before. 
That total includes the single fatal 
accident in Gettysburg—the death 
of Mrs. Sarah Stock last January— 
and the accident on the Latimore 
Valley dirt race-track where a driver 
was fatally injured on August 1. 
The Latimore accident was report- 
ed to the state officers here, al- 
though a formal investigation was 
not 'made. 


The automobile accident peak for 


1937 
was reached in October, when 


39 persons were injured and one 
killed in 40 accidents that cost S6,- 
543 in damage to automobiles in- 
volved. Sixty motorists were arrest- 
ed in that month for motor code 
violations. A fourth of the accident 
deaths occurred in November, when 
five persons died from injuries they 
received on the highways. March 
saw four traffic deaths. There were 
two deaths in both June and Au- 
gust, while one occurred in each of 
these months: February. April, Sep- 
tember. October and December.

RAINFALL AND 
HEAT DURING '37 
ABOVE NORMAL 


The year 1937 was recorded at the 


local weather station as at most 
other cities in this part of the na- 
tion as an unusually warm and wet 
year. 


The files of Dr. Henry Stewart, of- 


ficial local weather observer, reveal 
that over four and a half feet of 
rain or other precipitation was 
recorded here, or about a foot above 
normal. Eight of the 12 months re- 
ceived an excess "of rain, while of 
the four months below normal only 
two were more than an. inch below 
the normal figure for the month. 


During the year a temperature ex- 


cess of about 730 degrees was built 
up, which means that on the sver- 
age the daily temperature last year 
was nearly two degrees above what 
weather records have shown to be 
the normal for this section. Sep- 
tember was the only month listed as 
unusually cool. April and May aver- 
age temperatures were almost exact- 
ly x normal, . while all other months 
showed an excess average tempera- 
ture. January was most abnormally 
warm with an average excess tem- 
perature of almost nine degrees 
daily. 


The lowest temperature of the en- 


tire year was reached on December 
14 when a low of 10 degrees above 
zero was recorded. The nearest ap- 
proach to that figure in any other 
month of the year was in February 
when the mercury dropped to 15 de- 
grees. The low for January was 21 
and that for. March was 16. Below- 
freezing temperatures also were 
recorded in April when a low of 31 
for the month was reached. 


Maximum temperatures mounted 


steadily from a 94 recorded in May 
to 95 in June, 96 in July and 97 in 
August. The decline began in Sep- 
tember when the maximum reading 
was 94. Freezing weather returned 
in October which listed a low of 26 
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jYork; Mrs. Anna B. Hoffman and 
son. Robert, of Bedford; C. B. Hart- 
man and daughters, Esther and 
Lela, Gettysburg, the late Mrs. Hart- 
man having been a niece of Mrs. 
Kepner, arid Mr. and Mrs. James 
Caldwell and Mr. and Mrs. John Mc- 
Donnell. Gettysburg. Mr. Caldwell 
and Mrs. McDonnell are cousins of 
Mr. Kepner. Norman Plank. Get- 
tysburg, also was among the guests.

noon and enjoyed a turkey dinner 
"with all'the trimmings." Mr. Hart- 
man carved two large turkeys. The 
menu included fried oysters, filling, 
sweet potatoes, mashed potatoes, 
lima beans, cole slaw, beets, cran- 
berry sauce, coffee, four kinds of 
cake including a wedding cake with 
50 lighted candles.

Recovering rapidly from the set 


back it received over two years ago 
when the three-day state law was 
placed in force, "Dan Cupid's" busi- 
ness staged a decided comeback in 
1937. the records of the Adams coun- 
ty marriage license bureau show. 


The number of licenses issued at 


the court house here last year was 
207 as compared with 155 for the 
year 1936. However, the 1937 figure 
Is still well below that for 1935 when 
there were 308 couples licensed. The 
three-day law went into effect on 
October 1, 1935. No sinple month 
since that time has equalled the 40 
licenses issued in September of 1935. 
the month before the new marriage 
license law became effective. 


In 1937. June, the traditional month 


of brides, saw the largest number of 
applications filed. There were 30 
that month. 
August took second 


place with 27. 


With the single exception of Feb- 


ruary, more couples applied for li- 
censes in every month in 1937 than 
in the corresponding months of the 
preceding year.

WAS ABOVE 1929 


New York AP).—The man on the 


street—the average American work- 
er in the manufacturing industries— 
made more money per hour in 1937 
than he did in 1929. but. because 
of shortened hours of labor,, he 
earned less per week. 


As computed by the National In- 


dustrial Conference Board, a re- 
search organization supported by 
large corporations, the average hour- 
ly wage, for the ten months ended 
October 31. was 61.7 cents. In 1929 
it was 59 cents.

$27.52; in 1929 it was $28.55.

7.822,912 and 10,870,000 Americans 
were out of work in November. 


John D. Biggers, Ohio glass manu- 


facturer who supervised a voluntary 
registration of the unemployed, said 
the number out of work had in- 
creased since the count was made. 


The census and surveys made by 


Hi" Works Progress administration 
and other agencies will form the 
basis of decisions on the future of 
federal relief. 


Biggers said 7,822,912 persons, re- 


turning cards distributed by post- 
men, signified that they were out 
of work and wanting employment. 
A house-to-house canvas of certain 
"test" areas' showed this report to be 
72 per cent complete, and thus the 
higher figure 01 10,870,000 persons 
actually unemployed was projected.

W ashington, Jan. 3 <AP 
Admin­ 
istration leaders surveyed the unem ­ 
ployment problem anew today in the 
light of census figures that between 
7.822,912 and 
10,870,000 Americans 
were out of work in November. 
John D. Biggers, Ohio glass m anu­ 
facturer who supervised a voluntary 
registration of the unemployed, said 
the number out of work had in­ 
creased since the count was made. 
The census and surveys made by 
the Works Progress adm inistration 
and other agencies will form the 
basis of decisions on the future of 
federal relief. 
Biggers said 7.822.912 persons, re­ 
turning cards distributed by post­ 
men, signified that they were out 
of work and wanting employment. 
A house-to-house canvas of certain 
"test” areas showed this report to be 
72 per cent complete, and thus the 
higher figure of 10,870,000 persons 
actually unemployed was projected. 
Pennsylvania had 750,541 register­ 
ed in the census. 
State totals showed, in general, 
that unemploymenT5\^"Tess in the 
middle-west than elsewhere. 
Census officials did not attem pt 
an immediate analysis of the fig­ 
ures. 
“Many people consider themselves 
unemployed who are financially not 
compelled to work," said Biggers. 
"Irrespective of their need, when 
they seek employment, they enter 
the labor m arket and compete with 
others who have jobs or vitally need 
jobs. They are therefore a factor in 
the unemployment problem though 
they may newer seek relief.” 
In giving out his results, Biggers 
said “the present report reflects the 
decline during the earlier stages ol 
the current business recession, but 
not the subsequent trend.”

straint and a civilized approach to 
the purposes of peace, while at the 
same time we maintain the integrity 
inherent in the sovereignty of 130,- 
000,000 people, lest we weaken or de- 
stroy our influence for peace and 
jeopardize the sovereignty itself. 


It is our traditional policy to live 


at peace with other nations. More 
than that, we have been among the 
leaders in advocating the use of 
pacific methods of discussion and 
conciliation in international differ- 
ences. We have striven for the re- 
duction of military forces. 


But in a world of high tension 


and disorder, in a world where 
stable civilization is actually threat- 
ened, it becomes the responsibility 
of each nation which strives for 
peace at home and peace with and 
among others to be strong enough 
to assure the observance of those 
fundamentals of peaceful solution 
of conflicts which are the only ulti- 
mate basis for orderly existence. 


Resolute in our determination to 


respect the rights of others, and to 


est government in the world in a 
decade.

Third, to place the primary re- 


sponsibility directly on the farm- 
ers themselves, under the prin- 
ciple of majority rule, so that they 
may decide, with fuil knowledge of

ments—or, in other words, peace is 
most greatly jeopardized in any by 
those nations where democracy has 
been discarded or has never devel- 
oped. 


I have used the words "surface 


trend," for I stul believe that civil- 
ized man increasingly insists and in 
the long run will insist on genuine 
participation in his 'own govern- 
ment. Our people believe that over 
the year democracies of the world 
will survive, and democracy will be 
restored or established in those na- 
tions which today know it not. In 
that faith lies the future peace of 
mankind. 


At home, conditions call for my 


equal candor. 
Events of recent 


months are new proof that we can- 
not conduct a national government 
after the practice of 1787, or 1837 or 
1887. for the obvious reason that hu- 
man needs and human desires are 
infinitely greater, 
infinitely more 


difficult to meet than in any previous 
period in the life of our republic. 
Hitherto it has been an acknowl- 
edged duty of government to meet 
these desires and needs; 
nothing 


has occurred of late to absolve the 
Congress, the courts or the Presi- 
dent from that task. It faces us— 
as squarely, as insistently, as in 
March. 1933. 


Poverty Among: Farmers 


More of trouble in our lifetime has 


sprung from a long period of inac- 
tion—from ignoring what funda- 
mentally was happening to us. and 
from a time-serving unwillingness to 
face facts as they forced themselves 
upon us. 


Our national life rests on two 


nearly equal producing forces, agri- 
culture and industry, each employ- 
ing one-third of our citizens. The 
other 
third 
transports and dis^ 


tributes the products of the first two, 
or performs special services for the 
whole. 


The first great force, agriculture 


—and with it the production of tim- 
ber, minerals and other natural re- 
sources—went 
forward 
feverishly 


and thoughtlessly until nature re- 
belled and we saw deserts encroach, 
floods destroy, trees disappear and 
soil exhausted. 


At the same time we have been 


discovering that vast numbers of our 
farming population live in a poverty 
more abject than that of many of 
the farmers of Europe whom we are 
wont to call peasants; that the prices 
of our products of agriculture are too 
often dependent on speculation by 
non-farming groups; and that for- 
eign nations, eager to become self- 
sustaining or ready to put virgin 
land under the plough, are no longer 
buying our surpluses of cotton and 
wheat and lard and tobacco and 
fruit as they had before. 


Since 1933 we have knowingly 


faced a choice of- three remedies. 
First, to cut out cost of farm pro- 
duction below that of other nations 
—an obvious impossibility in many 
crops today unless we revert to hu- 
man slavery or its equivalent. 


Guarantee Farm Prices 


Second, to make the government 


the guarantor of farm prices and 
the underwriter of excess, farm 
production without limit—a course 
which would bankrupt the strong- 


resentative methods to stop them. 


The other group of enemies is per- 


haps less well-meaning. It includes 
those who for partisan purposes op- 
pose each and every practical effort 
to help the situation, and also those 
who>make money from undue fluc- 
tuations in crop prices. 


I gladly note that measures which 


seek to initiate a- government pro- 
gram for a balanced' agriculture are 
now in conference between the two 
houses of the congress. 
In their 


final consideration, I hope for a 
sound consistent measure which will 
keep the cost of its administration 
within the figure of current govern- 
ment expenditures in aid of' agricul- 
ture. The fanners of this nation 
know that a balanced output can be 
put into effect without excessive cost 
and with the cooperation of the 
great majority of them. 


Mere Purchasing Power 


If this balance can be created by 


an all-weather farm program, our 
farm population will soon be assured 
of relatively constant 
purchasing 


power. From this will flow two oth- 
er practical results: the consuming 
public will be protected against ex- 
cessive food and textile prices, and 
the industries of the nation and 
their workers will find a steadier de- 
mand for wares sold to the agricul- 
tural third of our people. 


To raise the purchasing power of 


the farmer is. however, not enough. 
It will not stay raised if we do not 
also raise the purchasing power of 
that third of the nation which re- 
ceives its income from Industrial 
employment. Millions of industrial 
workers receive pay so low that they 
have little buying power. Aside from 
the undoubted fact that they there- 
by suffer great human hardship, 
they are unable to buy adequate 
food and shelter, to maintain health 
"or~to~buy their share of manufac- 
tured goods. 


We have not only seen minimum 


wage and maximum hour provisions 
prove their worth economically and 
socially under government auspices 
in 1933. 1934 and 1935, but the peo- 
ple of this country, by an over- 
whelming vote, are in favor of hav- 
ing the Congress — this Congress — 
put a floor below which industrial 
wages shall not fall, and a ceiling 
beyond which the hours of indus- 
trial labor shall not rise. 


Decries Cheap Labor 


Here again let us analyze the op- 


position. A part of it is sincere in 
believing that an effort thus to raise 
the purchasing power of lowest paid 
industrial workers is not the busi- 
ness of the federal government. 
Others give "lip service" to a gen- 
eral objective, but do not like any 
specific measure that is proposed. 
In both cases it is worth our while 
to wonder whether some of these 
opponents are not at heart opposed 
to any program for raising the 
wages of the underpaid or reducing 
the hours of the overworked. 


Another group opposes legislation 


of this type on the ground that 
cheap labor will help their locality 
to acquire industries and outside 
capital, or to retain industries which 
today are surviving only because of 
existing low wages and long hours. 
Jt has been my thought that, espe- 
cially during these past 'five years, 


the United States" where the aver- 
age family income is pitifully low. 
It is In those communities that we 
find the poorest educational facili- 
ties and the worst conditions of 
'health. Why? It is not because 
they are satisfied to live as they do. 
It is because those communities 
have the lowest per capita wealth 
and income; therefore, the lowest 
ability to pay taxes; and. therefore, 
inadequate functioning of local gov- 
ernment. 


Absentee Owners Get Profits 


Such communities exist in the east. 


In the middle west, in the far west, 
and in the south. Those who rep- 
resent such areas in every part of the 
country do their constituents ill- 
service by blocking efforts to raise 
their incomes, their property values 
and. therefore, their whole scale of 
living. In the long run, the profits 
from child labor, low pay and over- 
work enure not to the locality or re- 
gion where they exist but the ab- 
sentee owners who have sent their 
capital into these exploited com- 
munities to gather larger profits for 
themselves. Indeed, new enterprises 
and new industries which bring per- 
manent wealth will come more read- 
ily to those communities which in- 
sist on good pay and reasonable 
hours, for the simple reason that 
there they will find a greater in- 
dustrial efficiency and happier work- 
ers. 


No reasonable person seeks a 


| complete uniformity in wages in 
every part of the United States; nor 
does any reasonable person seek an 
immediate and drastic change from 
the lowest pay to'the highest pay. 
We are seeking, of course, only leg- 
islation to end starvation wages and 
intolerable hours; more desirable 
wages are and should continue to 
be the product of collective bargain- 
ing. 


Many of those who represent great 


cities have shown their understand- 
ing of the necessity of helping the 
agricultural third of the nation. I 
hope that those who represent con- 
stituencies 
primarily 
agricultural 


will not underestimate the impor- 
tance of extending like aid to the 
industrial third. 


and hour legislation, there- 


fore, is a problem which is definitely 
before this Congress for action. It 
is an essential part of economic re- 
covery, it has the support of an 
overwhelming majority of our peo- 
ple in every walk of life. They have 
expressed themselves through the 
ballot box. 


Again I revert to the increase of 


national purchasing power as an 
underlying necessity of the day. If 
you increase that purchasing power 
for the farmers and for the indus- 
trial workers—especially for those 
in both groups who have least of 
it today—you will increase the pur- 
chasing power of the final third of 
our population—those who trans- 
port and distribute the products of 
farm and factory, and those of the 
professions who serve all groups. I 
have tried to make clear to you, 
and through you to the people of 
the United States, that this is an 
urgency which must be met by com- 
plete and not by partial action. 


Nation's Income Raised 


If it is met—if the purchasing pow- 


er of the nation as a whole—in other 
words, the total of the nation's in- 
come—can be still further increased 
—other happy results will flow from 
such increase. 


We have raised the nation's in- 


come from thirty-eight billion dol- 
lars in the year 1932 to about sixty- 
eight billion dollars in the year 1937. 
Our goal, our objective is to raise 
it to ninety or one hundred billion 
dollars. 


We have heard much about a bal- 


anced budget, and it is interesting 
to note that many of those who 
have pleaded for a balanced budget 
as the sole need now come to me to 
plead for additional government ex- 
penditures at the expense of unbal- 
ancing the budget. As the Congress 


the federal government does not 
provide the work. 


The second is that the Congress 


and the executive join hands in 
eliminating or curtailing any fed- 
eral activity which can be eliminat- 
ed or curtailed or even postponed 
without harming necessary govern- 
ment functions or the safety of the 
nation from a national point of 
view. The third is to raise the pur- 
chasing power of the nation to the 
point that the taxes on this pur- 
chasing power—or, in other words, 
on the nation's income—will be suf- 
ficient to meet the necessary ex- 
penditures of the national govern- 
ment. 


I have hitherto stated that, in my 


judgment, the expenditures of the 
national government cannot be cut 
much below seven billion dollars a 
year without destroying essential 
functions or letting people starve. 
That sum can be raised and will be 
cheerfully provided by the Amer- 
ican people, if we can increase the 
nation's income to a point well be- 
yond the present level. 


This does not mean that as the 


nation's income goes up the fed- 
eral expenditures should rise in pro- 
portion. On the contrary, the Con- 
gress and the executive should use 
every effort to hold the normal fed- 
eral expenditures to approximately 
the present level, thus making it 
possible, with an increase in the na- 
tion's income and the resulting in- 
crease in tax receipts, not only to 
balance future budgets but to re- 
duce the debt. 


Change "Hardship" Taxes 


In line with this policy fall my 


former recommendations for the re- 
organization and improvement of 
the administrative structure of the 
government, both for 
immediate 


executive needs and for the plan- 
ning of future national needs. I re- 
new those recommendations. 


In relation to tax changes, three 


things should be kept in mind. First, 
the total sum to be derived by the 
federal treasury must not be de- 
creased as a result of any .changes 
in schedules. Second, abuses by in=- 
dividuals or corporations designed 
to escape tax-paying by using vari- 
ous methods of doing business, cor- 
porate and otherwise—abuses which 
we have sought, with great success, 
to end—must not be restored. Third, 
we should rightly change certain 
provisions where they are proven to 
work definite hardship, especially on 
the small business men of the na- 
tion. But, speculative income should 
not be favored over earned income. 


It is human nature to argue that 


this or that tax is responsible for 
every ill. It is human nature on the 
part of those who pay graduated 
taxes to attack all taxes based on 
the principle of ability to pay. 
These are the same complainants 
who for a generation blocked'the 
imposition of a graduated ^income, 
tax. They are the'same complain-', 
ants who would impose the type of 
flat sales tax which places the bur- 
den of government more on those 
least able to pay and less on those 
most able to pay. 


Attacks Misuse 'of Capital 


Our conclusion must be that while 


proven hardships should be correct- 
ed, they should not be corrected in 
such a way as to restore abuses al- 
ready terminated or to shift a great- 
er burden to the less fortunate. 


This subject leads naturaly into 


the wider field of the public attitude 
toward business. The objective of 
increasing the purchasing power of 
the farming third, the industrial 
third and the service third of our 
population presupposes the coopera- 
tion of what we call capital and 
labor. 
' Capital is essential; 
reasonable 


earnings on capital are essential; but 
misuse of the powers of capital or 
selfish suspension of the employment 
of capital must be ended, or the cap- 
italistic system will destroy itself 
through its own abuses. 


The overwhelming majority of 


present statutes. They include high 
pressure salesmanship which creates 
cycles of overproduction within giv- 
en industries ana consequent reces- 
sions in production until such time 
as the surplus is consumed; the us« 
of patent laws to enable larger cor- 
jporations to maintain high prices 
I and withhold from the public the 
advantages of the progress of sci- 
ence: 
unfair 
competition 
which 


drives the smaller producer out of 
business locally, regionally or even 
on a national scale; intimidation of 
local or state government to prevent 
: the enactment of laws for the pro- 
tection of labor by threatening to 
' move elsewhere; the shifting of ac- 
• tual production from one locality or 
region to another In pursuit of the 
cheapest wage scale. 


The enumeration of these abuses 


does not mean that business as a 
whole is guilty of them. Again, it is 
deception that will r.ot long deceive 
to tell the country that an attack on 
these abuses is an attack on busi- 
,ness. 
, 
Opposes "Minority" Control 


: 
Another group of problems af- 


j feeling business, which cannot be 
• termed specific 
abuses, 
gives us 


\ food for grave thought about the 
future. 
Generally such problems 


arise out of the concentration of 
economic control to the detriment 
of the 
body 
politic—control of 


other people's money, other peo- 
pleX-labor, other peopleV4ives. 


In many instances such concen- 


trations cannot be justified on the 
ground of operating efficiency, but 
have been created for the sake of 
securities profits, financial control, 
the suppression of competition and 
the ambition for power over others. 
In some lines of industry a very 
small numerical group is in such a 
position of influence that its ac- 
tions are of necessity followed by 
the other units operating in 
the 


same field. 


That such influences operates to 


control banking 
and 
finance 
is 


equally true, in spite of the many 
efforts, through federal legislation, 
to take such control out of the 
hands of a small group. We have 
but to talk with hundreds of small 
bankers throughout 
the 
United 


States to realize that irrespective 
of local conditions, they are com- 
pelled in practice to accept the 
policies laid down by a small 
number of the larger banks in the 
nation. 
The work undertaken by 


is fully aware, the annual deficit, ] business men and bankers intend to 


be good citizens. Only a small mi- 
large for several years, has been de- 
clining the last fiscal year and this. 
The proposed budget for 1939, which 
I shall shortly send to the Con- 
gress, will exhibit a further decrease 
in the deficit, though not a balance 
between income and outgo. 


To many who have pleaded with 


me for an immediate balancing of the 
budget, by a sharp curtailment or 
even elimination of government 
functions, I have asked the question 
—"What present expenditures would 
you reduce or eliminate?" and the 
invariable answer has been "that is 
not my business—I know nothing of 
the details, but I am sure that it 
could be done." That is not what 
you or I would call helpful citizen- 
ship. 


On only one point do most of 


them have a suggestion. They think 
that relief for the unemployed by 
the giving of work is wasteful, and 
when I pin them down I discover 
that at heart they are actually in 
favor of substituting a dole in place 
of useful work. To that neither I 
nor, I am confident, the Senators 
and Representatives in the Congress 
will ever consent. 


> Seeks Balanced Budget 


I am as anxious as any banker 


or industrialist or business man or 
investor or • economist lhat

nority have displayed poor citizen- 
ship by engaging in practices which 
are dishonest or definitely harmful

But. unfortunately for the country, 


when attention is called to, or at- 
tack is made on specific misuses of 
capital, there has been a deliberate 
purpose on the part of the con- 
demned minority to distort the criti- 
cism into an attack on all capital 
That is wilful deception but it does 
not long: deceive. 


Lists Abuses on Business 


If attention is called to. or attack 


made on, certain wrongful business 
practices, there are those who are 
eager to call it "an attack on all 
business." That too is wilful decep- 
tion that will not long deceive. 


Let us consider certain facts: 
There are practices which most- 


people believe should be ended. They 
include tax avoidance through cor- 
porate and other methods, which I 
have previously mentioned; exces-

capitalization.

"Moral" Change in America 


As a nation we have rejected any 


radical revolutionary program. For 
a permanent correction of grave 
weaknesses in our economic system 
'we have relied on new applications 
of old democratic processes. It is 
not necessary to recount what has 


1 oetn acccrr.plished lr. preserving :he 
homes and livelihood of millions of 
workers on farms and in cities, in 
reconstructing a sound banking and 
credit system, in reviving trade and 
industry, in re-establishing security 
of life and property. All we need 
today is to look upon the funda- 
mental, sound economic conditions 
to know that this business recession 
causes more perplexity than fear 
on the part of most people and to 
contrast our prevailing mental atti- 
tude with the terror and despair of 
five years ago. 


Furthermore, we have a new mor- 


al climate in America. That means 
that we ask business and finance 
to recognize that fact, to cure such 
inequalities as they can cure with- 
out legislation but to join their gov- 
ernment in the enactment of legis- 
lation where the ending of abuses 
and the steady functioning of our 
economic system calls for govern- 
ment assistance. The nation has 
no obligation to make America safe 
for incompetent business men or 
for business men who fail to note 
to the trend of the times and con- 
tinue the use of machinery of eco- 
nomics and practices of finance as 
outworn as the cotton spindle of 
1870. 


Government can be expected to 


cooperate in every way with the 
business of the nation'provided the 
component parts of business aban- 
don practices which do not belong to 
this day and age, and adopt price 
and production policies appropriate 
to the times. 


Special Basinefls Menace 


In regard to the relationship of 


government to certain processes of 
business, to which I have referred, 
It seems clear to me that existing 
laws lequlre reconstruction. I ex- 
pect, therefore, to address the Con- 
gress In a special message on this 
I subject, and I hope to have the help 
of business in the efforts of govern- 
ment to help business. 


I have spoken of labor as another 


essential in the three great groups of 
the population in raising the nation's 
income. Definite strides in collective 
bargaining have been made and the 
right of labor to organize has been 
nationally recognized. Nevertheless 
in the evolution of thej>rocess: dif- 
ficult situations have arisen in lo- 
calities and among groups.

thinking in terms of regularizing the 
work of the individual worker more 
greatly through the year—in other 
words, in thinking more in terms of 
the worker's total pay for a period 
of a whole year rather than in terms 
of his remuneration by the hour or 
by the day. 


In the case of labor as in the case 


of capital, misrepresentation of the 
policy of the government of the 
United States is deception which will 
not long deceive. In both cases we 
seek cooperation. 
In every case 


power and responsibility must go 
hand in hand. 


Government Help for Oppressed 
I have spoken of economic causes 


which throw the nation's income out 
of balance: I have spoken of prac- 
tices and abuses which demand cor- 
rection through the cooperation of 
capital and labor with the govern- 
ment. But no government can help 
the destinies of people who insist on 
putting sectional 
and 
class-con-

There must be proof that sectional

A government can punish "specific 


(acts of spoliation; but no'govern- 
ment can conscript cooperation. We 
{have improved some matters by way 
of remedial legislation. But where 
in some particulars that legislation 
has failed "we. cannot be sure wheth- 
er it fails because some of its.de- 
tails are unwise or because it Is be- 
ing sabotaged. At any rate, we hold 
our objectives and principles to be 
sound. We will never go back .on 
them.

Government has « final respon- 


sibility for the well-being of Its cit- 
izenship.- If private-cooperative en- 
deavor falls to provide' work for 
willing hands and relief for the un- 
fortunate, those suffering hardship 
from no fault of their-own have a 
right to call 'upon" the government 
for aid; ar.d a goversinent •srcrthy 
of its name must make fitting re- 
sponse. 


It is the opportunity and duty of

As a nation we have rejected any 
radical revolutionary program. 
For 
a perm anent correction of grave 
weaknesses in our economic system 
we have relied on new applications 
of old democratic processes. 
It is 
not necessary to recount wliat has 
bet n accomplished In preserving the 
homes and livelihood of millions of 
workers on farms and in cities, in 
reconstructing a sound banking and 
credit system, in reviving trade and 
industry, in re-establishing security 
of life and property. 
AU we need 
today is to look upon the funda­ 
mental. sound economic renditions 
to know th a t this business recession 
causes more perplexity than fear 
on the part of most people and to 
contrast our prevailing mental a tti­ 
tude with the terror and despair of 
five years ago. 
Furthermore, we have a new mor­ 
al climate in America. That means 
that we ask business and finance 
to recognize that fact, to cure such 
inequalities as they can cure with­ 
out legislation but to join their gov­ 
ernm ent in the enactment of legis­ 
lation where the ending of abuses 
and the steady functioning of our 
economic system calls for govern­ 
m ent assistance. 
The nation has 
no obligation to make America safe 
for incompetent business men or 
for business men who fail to note 
to the trend of the times and con­ 
tinue the use of machinery of eco- 
nomics and practices of finance as 
outworn as the cotton spindle of 
1870. 
Governm ent can be expected to 
cooperate in every way with the 
business of the nation provided the 
component parts of business aban­ 
don practices which do not belong to 
this day and age, and adopt price 
and production policies appropriate 
to the times. 


S per'la I Business Message 
In regard to the relationship of 
government to certain processes of 
business, to which I have referred. 
it seems clear to me tnat existing

icquiro reconstruction.

ix*ct, therefore, to address the Con­ 
gress in a special message on this 
subject, and I hope to have the help 
of business in the efforts of govern­ 
ment to help business. 
I Ila vc spoken of labor as another 
essential in the three great groups of 
the population iii raising the nation’s 
income. Definite strides in collective 
bargaining have been made and the 
right of labor to organize has been 
nationally recognized. 
Nevertheless 
in the evolution of the process dif­ 
ficult situations have arisen in lo­ 
calities and among groups.

tunate divisions relating to jurisdic­ 
tion among the workers themselves 
have 
retarded 
production 
within 
given industries and have, therefore, 
affected related industries. The con­ 
struction of homes and other build­ 
ings h.ts been hindered in some lo­ 
calities not only by unnecessary high 
prices for materials but also by cer­ 
tain hourly wage scales. 
For economic and social reasons 
our principal interest for the near fu­ 
ture lies along two lines: First, the 
immediate* desirability of increasing 
the wages of the lowest paid groups 
in 
all 
industry; and. second, in 
thinking in terms of regularizing the 
work of the Individual worker more 
greatly through the year—in other 
words, in thinking more in term s of 
the worker's total pay for a period 
of a whole year rather than in term s 
of his remuneration by the hour or 
by the day 
In the case of labor as in the case 
of capital, misrepresentation of the 
policy of the government of the 
United States is deception which will 
not long deceive 
In both cases we 
seek cooperation. 
In every case 
power and responsibility must go 
hand in hand. 
Government Help for Oppressed 
I have spoken of economic causes 
which throw the nation’s income out 
of balance; I have spoken of prac­ 
tices and abuses which demand cor­ 
rection through the cooperation of 
capital and labor with the govern­ 
ment. 
But no government can help 
the destinies of people who insist on 
putting 
sectional 
and 
class-con­ 
sciousness ahead of 
general weal. 
There must be proof that sectional 
and class 
interests 
are prepared 


more greatly than they are today 
to be national in outlook 
A government can punish specific 
acts of spoliation; but no govern­ 
ment can conscript cooperation We 
have improved some matters by way 
of remedial legislation. 
But where 
in some particulars that legislation 
has failed we cannot be sure wheth­ 
er it fails because some of it* de­ 
tails are unwise or because it is be­ 
ing sabotaged. At any rate, we hold 
our objectives and principles to be 
sound. 
We will never go back on 
them. 
Government has a final respon­ 
sibility for the well-being of its cit­ 
izenship 
If private cooperative en­ 
deavor 
falls to provide work 
for 
willing hands and relief for the un­ 
fortunate, those suffering hardship 
from no fault of their own have a 
right to call upon the government 
for aid; and a government worthy 
of its name must make fitting re­ 
sponse. 
It is the opportunity and duty of 
all those who have faith in demo­ 
cratic methods as applied in Indus- 
try, In agriculture and in business, 
as well as in the field of politics, to 
do their utmost to cooperate with 
government—without regard to po­ 
litical affiliation, 
special interests 
or economic prejudices in whatever 
program may be sanctioned by the 
chosen representatives of the people. 
Won’t Let “People Down” 
T hat presupposes on the part of 
the representatives of the people, a 
program, its enactment and its ad­ 
ministration. 
Not because of the pledges of 
party programs alone, not because 
of the clear policies of the past five 
years, but chiefly because of the 
need of national unity in ending 
mistakes of the past and meeting 
the necessities of today, we must 
carry on,

CHINESE TRAIN 
SECOND ARMY OF 
800,OOOFORWAR 


Shanghai. Jan. 3 (AP)—China's 


crack military leader—Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek—stripped himself] 
of civil administrative responsibili-1 
ties today and concentrated his ef- 
forts on effectively resisting the 
Japanese invaders. 


It was made known simultane- 


ously that China is training, behind 
the lines, a new army of 800,000 men 
to support the 90 divisions—approxi- 
mately 900.000 men—trying to hold 
back the Japanese horde today. 


Chiang Kai-Shek became com- 


mander-in-chief of the army and 
temporarily took charge of the navy 
while Finance Minister H. H. Kung, 
succeeding him as president of the 
executive Yuan, assumed the na- 
tion's highest civil adminis'trative 
functions. 


The drastic shake-up was report- 


ed to have brough conservative ele- 
ments in the government to greater 
prominence. 


Chinese sources said the reorgani- 


zation "disproved rumors the gov- 
ernment was taking on a radical 
hue.". 


(There has been 
considerable 


speculation recently as to what po- 
litical effect China's 
increasingly 


friendly relations with Soviet Rus- 
sia would bring.) 


On far-flung battle fronts the 


Japanese were still smashing relent- 
lessly ahead, resisted but not halted 
in their campaign to hammer China 
into submission. 


Latest Japanese gains were in 


rich Shantung province, where the 
invaders captured the important city 
of Taian on the Tientsin-Pukow 
railway. Chinese troops established 
a new defense line at Tawnkow. 


Chinese air activity, resumed after 


a Jong lapse, was marked by an at- 
tack on Nanking, held by the Jap- 
anese.

Weikert places the library first, but 
many items in his museum collec- 
tion are prized more liighly because 
of sentiment. 


For instance, he~has two gaveis 


made of wood from the Gettysburg 
battlefield. Bullets are embedded in 
both. Vice President Garner used 
one of the gavels on a special occa- 
sion in the House where he presided 
as speaker a few years ago. 


"Another nice thing," said Weik- 


ert, "and probably as valuable as 
anything, is my collection of auto- 
graphed photographs." 


These include the President and 


the Vice President, the last six 
speakers of tlwTHouse. and one of 
the last pictures made of the late 
Senator Huey Long. 


y He has the water glasses President 
Roosevelt drank from at Gettysburg 
and in the House of Representatives 
on one occasion. In that group, too, 
are the glasses used by former Presi- 
dent Hoover and by Governor Earle. 


He has a collection of canes, both 


domestic and foreign. 


"The one I value most," said 


Weikert, "is a cane cut froi.i a hick- 
cry tree on land that was owned bj 


Andrew Jackson. The words, "Old 
Hickory." are- seared in the stkfc." • 


His munitions display 
includes 


shells from battlefields of the Civil 
and World wars and some of the 
earliest flintlock pistols. 


As evidence of his own travels. 


Weikert possesses about 400 varie- 
ties of scashell and coral and 31 
samples of soil, one from each of the 
states he visited. 


Weikert collected everything him- 


self, he said. 
Two rooms of his 


home are devoted to the collection. 
He was reluctant to identify the 
site of his library, except that it is 
"about five miles from Gettysburg."

Chiang K ai-Shek—.stripped himself 
of civil adm inistrative responsibili­ 
tie s today and concentrated his ef­ 
forts 
on 
effectively 
resisting 
the 
Japanese invaders. 
It was made known sim ultane­ 
ously that China is training, behind 
the lines, a new army of 800,000 men 
to support the 90 divisions—approxi­ 
mately 900,000 m en—trying to hold 
back the Japanese horde today. 
Chiang 
K ai-Shek 
became 
coin- 
raander-in-chief of the army and 
temporarily took charge of the navy 
while Finance M inister H. H. Kung, 
succeeding him as president of the 
executive Yuan, assumed the na­ 
tion’s 
highest 
civil 
administrative 
functions. 
The drastic shake-up was report­ 
ed to have brough conservative ele­ 
ments in the governm ent to greater 
prominence. 
Chinese sources said the reorgani­ 
zation ‘ disproved rumors the gov­ 
ernment was taking on a radical 
hue.’’

House of Representatives. 
Weikert claim s he has the largest 
collection of eulogies on great men j 
in the country. 
They are part, of a j 
library of 2,000 volumes which in­ 
clude history and reference works. 
From a standpoint of real value, 
Weikert places the library first, but 
many item s in his museum collec­ 
tion are prized more highly because 
of sentim ent. 
For instance, he has two gavels 
made of wood from the Gettysburg 
battlefield. 
Bullets are embedded in 
both. 
Vice President Garner used 
one of the gavels on a .special occa­ 
sion in the House where he presided 
as speaker a few years ago. 
“Another nice thing,” said W eik­ 
ert, “and probably as valuable as 
anything, is m y collection of auto­ 
graphed photographs.”
